YES ON ALL THREE 

’Way down near the end of the ballot, Andover voters 
will find three liquor questions which are voted on biennially. 
It’s a terrifically long ballot, and if anybody bothers to read 
through the old age referendum, chances are that he or she 
will have fallen asleep before arriving at the liquor question. 
But it is important to vote on these three questions again. 
Those opposed to a license in Andover will most certainly 
make it a point to go that far on the ballot; those in favor of 
it should not be lulled into a sense of false security by the 
lack of public opposition to licenses. 

We haven’t had many complaints about mishandling of 
liquor during the last two years. Those that we have had 
have been about the same men who years ago in the days 
before Andover had licenses or even in prohibition days, used 
to go to Lawrence for their liquor, legal or otherwise. 
Whether Andover has licenses or not, these men will still 
get liquor and they will still be unable to handle it properly. 
Because of the inability of a few to handle what they con- 
sume, those who are able to drink liquor properly should not 
be penalized by having the privilege of public drinking in 
Andover taken away from them. 

The sale of liquor in Andover, both for consumption on 
the premises and in packages has been very well handled. 
The proprietors of the various establishments realize that 
their licenses are privileges, and that they carry with them 
certain responsibilities. They have endeavored to make the 
sale of liquor worthy of a town like Andover, and they have 
very well succeeded in this endeavor. They are to be com- 
mended for their attitude and for their management of some- 
thing that in less responsible hands might become a nuisance. 

It’s time again for a vote of confidence. Don’t fail to go 
all the way down the ballot and vote YES on these three 
questions.

“Will we have World Government by agreement or by 
conquest?” was the thought-provoking question put to the 
audience at Memorial Hall library Tuesday night when 
Thomas H. Eliot urged consideration of the last question on 
next week’s election ballot. The Commonwealth is the only 
state which will sound out its voters’ attitude regarding the 
strengthening of the United Nations to make it a World Fed- 
eral Government able to prevent war, and Mr. Eliot empha- 
sized that “the eyes of the world are on Massachusetts.” 

In describing himself as a “frightened man,” Mr. Eliot 
said that his fright went back to August 6, 1945, when the 
first atomic bomb was dropped. He was stationed at Guam at 
the time and the news of the bomb and its toll of 100,000 
lives brought an atmosphere of gloom to the island. His per-

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| ADMIRAL SHERMAN IN NAVY DAY SPEECH 


Last Sunday was Navy Day. On 
Monday, Vice-Admiral Forrest P. 
Sherman spoke to the students in 
another joint assembly. The ad. 
miral graduated from Melrose High 
School in 1913 and entered the 
United States Naval Academy at 
the age of 16. He commanded de- 
troyers in the first war, and in the 
second war he has been one of the 
Navy’s outstanding officers. Wear- 
ing the ribbons of the Legion of 
Merit, The First World War. The 
Purple Heart, The Pacifie Area, The 
America Area, The European Area, 
The Bronze Star, and The Ameri- | 
can Defense Ribbon, the admiral] | 
made an impressive picture as he | 
was piped over the side by one of | 


Punchard’s Navy veterans while | 
the Girl’s Band played “Anchors | 
Away.” He is now the Deputy Chief 


of Operations for the entire Navy. 
The admiral] spoke of present day 
problems and their effect on the | 
future of modern youth. He 
commended the school department, 
noting with pleasure the number of 
the faculty and among 
the student body. He explained that 
Navy Day is the anniversary of the 
day when, in 1775, the Continental 
Congress 
a U.S. Navy. It is also the birthday 
of Theodore Roosevelt, who was in- 
strumental in building up our pres- 
ent day navy. 

Admiral Sherman narrated the 
history of the war and told of his 
part in some of the more important 
phases of it. In August of 1940 he, 


with several others, was summoned 
to the White House for a new as- 
signment. This assignment was to 


a board for the defense of Canada 
and the U. S., and later, at a con- 
vention in Panama at which our 
South American neighbors joined, 
the whole Western Hemisphere. He 
was present, in August of 1941, at 
the Atlantic Charter Convention 
and at the signing of that docu- 


ment, which insures the four free. 
coms to all of us. After Pear] Har- 
bor he was assigned to the aircraft 
carrier WASP and was her captain 
when she was sunk by the Japanese 
off the island of Tulagi. 

He was wounded during this ac- 
tion and received the Purple Heart. 
After this he served on Admiral 
Nimitz’s staff and was the Navy’s 
representative at the Manilla sur- 
render, He told us that Manila was 
very warm, even at 9:00 p. m., and 
that some of the Japs were arro- 
gant but for the most part seemed 
to be doing what they thought was 
best for Japan. He was also present 
at the signing of the armistice in 
Tokyo Bay. He said that the Prime 
Minister signed for Japan, and Mc- 
Arthur and Nimitz both made 
speeches in which they expressed 
hope for a better world. After the 
surrender had been signed, Nimitz 
and Sherman went sight-seeing in 


also ; Tokyo. They visited the Shinto God 


{ War unarmed, where they saw 
4a Japanese officer with his sword, 
and wondered what he thought of 
the unarmed Americans. 

He said that after the surrender 
hey. all thought that there would 
be very little left to do. He was mis- 
taken, however, and said that there 
is more to do now than before, if we 
want this peace to be lasting. Dur- 
ing his recent visit to Europe he 
confirmed the theory that there was 
much to be done and he believes 
that we should strive to give all 
the countries of the world the ad- 
vantages we have in the U. S. He 
emphasized the fact that there was 
no need for another war, but that 
we must keep a navy for our own 
national security, 

After the admiral finished he was 
piped over the side and the students 
returned to their classes. The im- 
pressive ceremony was heightened 
by the fact that most of the vet- 


erans were in uniform.
